Jo- 
seph's elevation was to save the 
world from famine. 
Christ's eleva* 


tion was to save the world from spir- 
itual death. All unknown to his'breth- 
ren, the Jews, Christ Is now at the 
rigBrt hand of the Father, the Savior 
of the world from Its famine of death. 
As Joseph received a Gentile bride In 
the time of his rejection and exalta- 
tion, so Christ is now receiving a Gen- 
tile bride (Romans 11:25). 


III. Jottph's Wise Administration

Since the advent of th« latest wheat 


crop the only limitation upon Ameri- 
can exports to Europe has been the 
shortage of skipping. Between July 1 
and October 10 we shipped 65,980,305 
bushels. If this rate should- continue 
until the end of the fiscal year we will 
have furnished the Allies with more 
than 237,500,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour in terms of wheat. 
' - 


The result of increased production 


and conservation efforts in the United 
States has been that with the cessa- 
tion of hostilities we are "able to re- 
turn to a normal wheat diet. Supplies 
that,, have accumulated in Australia 
Argentine and other hitherto inacces- 
sible markets' may be tapped by ships 
released from transport service, and 
European demand for American wheat 
probably .will not exceed our normal 
surplus. There is wheat enough avail- 
able to have a white loaf at the com- 
mon table.

meals, heavy substitution

every meal throughout the country. 


In January the lau- Lord Rhtfndda, 


then British Food Controller, cabled 
that only if we soiu un additional 75,- 
000,000 bushels before July 1 could he 
take the responsibility of assuring his 
people that they would be fed. 


The response of the American peo- 


ple was 85,000,000 bu.shels safely deliv- 
ered overseas between January 1 and 
July 1. Out of a harvest which gave 
us only 20,000,000 bushels surplus we 
actually shipped 141,000,000 bushels. 
,Thos did America fulfill her pledge 
that the Allied bread rations conld bo 
maintained, and already the American 
people are 'demonstrating that,"'with 
an awakened war conscience, lait 
year's figures will be bettered.
